The British 
worker is beginning to realise that the 
strike weapon has lost much of its former 
efficacy, and the strikers at Covent 
Garden, like their fellows of the building 
trade, are discovering that they have made 
a serious mistake. 


In Dublin the strike fever seems to have 


at the works of the Great Southern and 
Western Railway Company at Inchicore 
is a typical example, The Irish Workers’ 
Union has declared a strike which has in- 
volved some six hundred workmen, and a 
very unpleasant situation has arisen. The 
company called for volunteers to take the 
places of the strikers. Its appeal met 
with a surprisingly large response, with 
the result that none of the services on 
which the public depends has been affected, 
and the company is “carrying on” as 
usual, On Thursday, however, some ol 
the volunteer workers were attacked on 
their way to Inchicore. They were beaten 
with sticks and belts, and were forced to 
seek the protection of the police. There 
is talk now of an early settlement of the 
dispute, and we hope sincerely that it will 
be brought to an end at the earliest 
possible moment. It is essential, however, 
that the men who have come to the help 
of the company in its emergency shall be 
rewarded for their courage and their 
patriotism. Hitherto strikes have been 
declared with absolute impunity in Dublin 
on the slightest pretext, and it is high 
time, in our opinion, that this sort of 
thing should stop. If strike-makers were 
made to realise that their jobs were at 
stake, they would think twice before 
throwing down the gauntlet to their em- 
ployers, and in this particular case the 
Great Southern and Western Company 
and the public generally are under a real 
debt of gratitude to those men who came 
forward at personal risk to take the 
strikers’ places, 


Afghanistan. 


Although the latest news from Afghan- 
istan is reassuring, the revolt appears to 
be likely to last a considerable time. 
The rebels, who are led by Abdul Karim 
Khan, an illegitimate son of Yakub Khan, 
the late Amir, have been driven off the 
main road from Kabul to Ghazni, but 
retain their hold on the Altimur Pass. 
This pass is of some strategic importance, 
since it forms one of the links between 
Afghanistan and India. The main pass, 
the Khyber, remains open. Soon after the 
assassination of the Amir Habibullah 
Khan, in 1919, fighting took place between 
British and Afghan troops on the Indian 
side of the border. In November, 1921, a 
treaty was signed under the terms of which 
the British and Afghan Governments 
agreed to respect the boundary which was 
fixed at that time, and friendly relations 
have existed ever since. The Bolshevist 
assertion that the leader of the revolt 
enjoys the support of the British Govern- 
ment is as untrue ag it is mischievous. 
Bolshevist propaganda has been extremely 
active in Afghanistan during the last few 
years and is largely responsible for the 
revolt. The position of the country on 
the North-West frontier of India makes it 
particniarly suitable for Russian propa- 
ganda against the British. In the early 
years of the present century Russian in- 
fluence was active and caused some mis- 
giving. A Convention was signed in 
August, 1907, whereby Russia declared 
Afghanistan to be outside the sphere of 
her influence, but the Soviet Government 
does not recognise this agreement as bind- 
ing. The task of its agents has been 
rendered easier by the discontent which 
has been caused by the reforms of the 
present Amir, whose ideas are a long way 
in advance of those of his people. Once 
again the principle that the most 
dangerous moment for a despotic Govern- 
ment is when it begins to reform has been 
proved correct. The Alghan papers are 
censored strictly, and the news that 
filters through is both vague and un- 
trustworthy. There seems to be no doubt, 
however, that some heavy fighting has 
taken place, and that the insurrection has 
made considerable progress in the 
Southern portion of the country. Amir 
Abdurrahman, who reigned from 1880 to 
1901, founded the national army and 
equipped it with arms and ammunition 
from Europe. Its strength is fixed at 
90,000 men, but it lacks discipline and 
the training of its units in combined action 
has been neglected. The difficulties of 
suppressing a rebellion are increased by 
the mountainous nature of the country, 
which affords excellent opportunities for 
guerrilla warfare. A report which 
announces that gratuities of £66 and £33 
respectively will be given to wounded 
officers and men in the Amir’s service 
hints at the seriousness of the situation. 
At present the British raj in India is un- 
affected, but the position is not without 
danger. India is unsettled, and a spark 
from Afghanistan might serve te fire the 
powder magazine of discontent.

A Message from Mars. 


The alarming suggestion that the present 
deplorable weather is due to the Martians 
—who have upset the equilibrium of our 
climate in endeavouring to signal to our 
observatories—prompts the remark that 
in such circumstances we would be obliged 
to our planetary neighbours if they would 
abstain from speaking to us until they 
are sure of being heard. Floods, ruined 
crops and spoiled holidays are too high a 
price to pay for an inarticulate communi- 
cation which cannot be supplemented 
for a hundred years. Perhaps, it would 
be just as well for Mars to know nothing 
about us for another century. It would 
be embarrassing that our affairs at their 
present stage should come to the observa- 
tion of a better managed planet. If the 
Martians, who are supposed to be a re- 
markably tidy race, with the whole of 
their globular home neatly engineered 
with highly scientific canals, were to learn 
how very backward we are on this tellurian 
island, they would conceive no high 
opinion of us. They would find that, 
although we have inhabited the earth 
much longer than they have occupied 
Mars, even to this day we have not wholly 
explored it. They would find that those 
of us who are intelligent enough to be 
interested in them have so used our 
supremacy in the earth that we have left 
millions of our fellow creatures in 
barbarous darkness, illiteracy and heathen- 
dom. They would learn with the utmost 
astonishment that we who count ourselves 


| A correspondent of The Times describes 
a newly-discovered collection of over three 
thousand papers, comprising reports made 
to Nelson by officers of his ships and 
memoranda by the great admiral himself. 
For the historian these documents are cf 
an importance that cannot be gpuged 
until they have been exhaustively studied ; 
but many interesting points immediately 
come to light. Nelson's scrupulous care 
for his men’s health is brought out 
in many communications which show 
him examining their clothing and their 
food supplies in the closest detail. He 
fights a “row royal " with the Navy Board 
for sending a consignment of white 
suits of inferior cloth, and he takes pains 
to ensure supplies of fresh meat, 
vegetables and fruit; so that we find the 
Physician to the Fleet referring to “the 
triumphant state of health which this 
Fleet has enjoyed.” Nelson's private 
accounts exhibit the same minute exacti- 
tude. His hotel expenses are noted, even 
meal by meal, and he does not omit his 
tips: “Sailor, Is’’; and “ Sailor, 3s. 6d. 
—too much.” There are many cases of 
petitions from humble folk—old sailors 
and sailors’ widows—and we see the 
passionate devotion with which Nelson was 
regarded and the nobility and generosity 
which evoked it. It was Nelson's fortune 
to fight and win the most critical battle in 
the history of the British Empire; but 
these minutia of his daily life in years 
before Trafalgar was sighted show that 
his ultimate triumph was won, not in a 
lucky moment, but as the culmination of 
years of arduous and never-resting pains. 


AWARD FOR GALLANTRY. 


RESCUE FROM FLOODED MINE. 
The London Gazette last night contained

Harry Wilson, road corporal, in the following 
circumstances :— 

On the 10th of March 1924, an inrush of 
water took place at the Harriseahead Col- 
liery, in Staffordshire. The majority of the 
workmen had already left the mine, but it 
was found that one man, named , was 
missing. He had been mp y tap about 
130 yards from the bottom of the shaft, and 
representations were made to Baker, the 
manager, that it was impossible to rescue 
him. The bottom of the pit was three-parts 
full of water, and the water was stil] rising. 
Baker, however, was resolute. He called for 
volunteers, and Wilson was one of the five 
men who responded, and descended into the 
mine by a footrail. The rescue party reached 
a ventilation door, which they ám not 
open owing to the ; essure of water behind 
it, and ey therefore prepared to retire. 
Baker, who had follow... insisted that Booth 
could not be left, but Wilson was the only 
man who volunteered to continue the work 
of rescue. Baker and Wilson managed to 
force the ventilation door and allow the water 
to escape gradually. Thev then waded to the 
place where Booth was working, reached him 
after great difficulty, and all three men were 
eventually drawn to the surface. Both Baker 
and Wilson ran a very great risk of being 
trapped under the low roof in the mine. They 
could not tell to what height the water had 
risen, and if it had reached the roof both the 
rescued and rescuers would have lost their 
lives. Both Baker and Wilson displayed ex- 
ceptional courage and resolution.

Nothing that has happened in Paris or 
Berlin during the past few days threatens 
to wreck the London Agreement. There is 
some doubt as to the strength of the 
Nationalist opposition in Germany, but it 
is believed that only the small group o/ 
extremists would proceed with their policy 
to the extent of refusing to accept the 
Dawes plan. So far as Franco-German 
relations are concerned, there is ever) 
prospect of the growth of the spirit oi 
compromise which marked the London dis 
cussions. In that event France may agree 
to a new form of administration in the 
Ruhr, which would be placed under a 
commission representative of the Allies 
and Germany. In return for this con 
cession to German opinion France would 
expect to receive something in return in 
the shape of a more intimate control of 
German armaments. The Allied mission 
of military control would be extended ir 
numbers and strengthened in power, ani 
its operations would be helped by the 
German Government, instead of beinz 
hindered in all its work, as at 
present. Such a compromise would be 
in accordance with the wishes of the vas: 
majority of the people «of both countries 
and it may be looked upon as one of th 
early developments following upon the 
ratification of the London pact. 


A r. Winston Charchill. 


The latest political entente is of espec: 
interest and significance, coming, as 
does, at a time when all parties are mar- 
shalling their forces in view of the poss 
bility of a general election before the end 
of the year, a oontingency which Mh 
Snowden's caustic strictures on his chie!'s 
foreign policy may precipitate. Mr 
Winston Churchill and Sir Robert Horn: 
are to occupy the same political platforn 
The venue is Edinburgh and the date 
early next month. The significance of t! 
engagement is that Sir Robert Horne is 
one of Mr. Baldwin's right hand liew 
tenants, and it must be accepted that M) 
Churchill is being more or less introduced 
into the Conservative fold under the 
leader's wgis. His co-operation with th 
party would only be on “terms ' which 
would be quite unacceptable to what used 
to be described as the “ whole hoggers ”’ 
for there is still a large section staunc 
for Tariff Reform, notwithstanding the 
country's expression of opinion at the last 
election. Besides, Mr. Churchill's associa 
tion with the party, for reasons whic! 
need not be gone into here, would be most 
vigorously resisted by “die-hards”’ such 
as are represented by Lord Salisbury i 
the Lords and by Mr. Ronald MeNeill i 
the Commons. Any attempt to find hin 
a Conservative seat will be = strong): 
opposed, and it might even provoke 
split which would be doubly unfortunate 
at this juncture. That Mr. Churchill, in 
any case, would get a large measure of 
Conservative support may be taken for 
granted from the heavy poll which he 
secured in the Abbey Division of West 
minster. On the other hand, there are 
Conservatives who demand that Conserva- 
tive seats shall be reserved for their own 
men, and that, if Mr. Churchill wants to 
fight Socialism im the House, his ow 
party should provide him with the mear 
of doing so. 


Rassia. 


It will be well if the Prime Minist:

Moscow Soviet, now in session. He wil! 
find therein much food for reflection, and 
as a reason for reconsidering th 

ussian loan, assuming that his relations 
with the Third International, when in a 
position of less responsibility, have ne! 

M. Rakovsky made 
it clear to his jubilant fellow-Bolsheviks 
that the Russian delegates have been care- 
ful not to infrimce Soviet Union Jaw as 
regards nationalisation of property and 
the annulment of debts, and that on!)

To guarantee 
a loan in face of such a declaration would 
be nothing less than fooling with the 
national purse. Cash going to Russia is 
more likely to be disbursed on Bolshevist 
schemes and propaganda than in meetin2 
Russian national obligations. 


A Batchers’ University. 


A novel departure is being made by the 
London County Council. That authorit) 
in conjunction with the representativ: 
meat trade, is opening a school which will 
be known as the “Smithfield Institute 
for the vocational training of men and 
boys in the industry. This is the first 
institution of its kind, and it will be 
equipped for practical instruction. Both 
day and evening classes will be provided, 
so that those already in the trade may 
be catered for as well as those wishing 
to enter it. Advanced courses for men 
will comprise abattoir demonstration., in- 
cluding killing, flaying and dressing on 
licensed premises away from the school 
There will also be such as making 
sausages, brawn, galantine and so forth 
A commercial class for men will be de- 
voted to the business side of the trace. 
instruction being given especial), in 
management and legislation governing the 
industry. 


Lotteries. 


Strict vigilance of Post Office officials 
has resulted in the stoppage of man" 
letters connected with sweepstakes an: 
competitions which have been considered 
to come within the scope of the Lotteries 
Act, but the organisers of a Continenta! 
lottery have got through the posta! 
barrier. A letter delivered in the London 
area this morning was apparently one of 
a large number. It came through the 
post in an envelope which was far beyond 
the usual quality associated with com 
munications of the circular type, and su’ 
scriptions were invited for a large lottery 
A plain envelope. linen faced, mauve 
tinted, and wallet shaped, was enclosed fo 
a reply, so that in the post it would have 
every appearance of being a private com 
munication, unconnected in any way wit! 
a scheme which is clearly illegal in t! 
country. 


Austria's Debts. 


September 15th has been prescribed h 
the administrator of Austrian property as 
the final date by which proofs by British 
nationals of debts due to them by Austria” 
nationals or of pecuniary obligations of 
the Austrian Government must be made 
in order to rank for payment of the fourth 
dividend. February 7th was the final date 
by which proofs had to be made to rank 
for payment of the third dividend, but 
creditors who failed to lodge their proofs 
at that date, if they do so by September 
15th, will be entitled to rank for divi- 
dends out of assets remaining after pav- 
ment of the third dividend before the 
assets are applied to the payment of the 
fourth dividend. 


Stoelball. 


Attempts are being made at several 
seaside resorts to revive the ancient game 
of stoolball. This game dates back to the 

th century, and in many respects 
resembles cricket. It is played by teams 
of eleven a side. with a bat of similar 
shape to a tennis racquet, but rather 
larger and heavier, and the wicket is * 
wooden board, square in shape, supporte? 
by a post, the top of the board being about 
five feet from the ground. The post does 
not form part of the wicket, which is 
confined to the board at the top, the size 
being a foot square, or sometimes rather 
larger. The ball is usually a tennis ball, 
for the sake of convenience; but, should 
the game develop, it is intended to adopt 
a solid rubber one, something between a 
tennis and a cricket ball in weight.

NORTHERN MINISTERON 
IRELAND’S NEED.

“What Ireland needs, both North and 
South, is peace—peace to develop her 
prosperity and to find employment íor her 
people. 

That declaration was made yesterday 
by the Right Hon. J. M. Andrews, M.P., 
Minister oí Labour for Northern Ireland, 
addressing the annual meeting of the 
Ulster Reform Club at Belfast yesterday. 


“A FINAL SETTLEMENT.” 

This, he added, can never be obtained by 
attempting, through a Boundary Commission, 
or in any other way, to place loyal Ulster 
subjects of His Majesty the King, against 
‘heir will, under the rule, either of a Free 
state or a Republic, whichever in the future 
4 may prove to be. 

The Government of Ireland Act was 
ccepted by us as a final settlement of the 
ong drawn out Irish controversy. We made a 
tremendous sacrifice in agreeing that six 
‘ountieg instead of the 9 in geographical Ulster 
together with the cities of Belfast and 
Londonderry, would be the area under our 
control; and we have the solemn pledge of 
British statesmen that our Parliament and our 
rights and privileges could not be intcrfered 
with without our consent. 

I do not for a moment believe that the 
peeve of Great Britain, who are our kith and 

in, and who are united to us by every tie 
which goes to make one community, will ever 
allow loyalists to be forcibly deprived of their 
birthright in the United Kingdom, and thruat 
under a rule which regards as alien every 
ideal cherished by the British people. 

DIVIDED IN IDEALS 

Let us suppose that the people of England 
and Scotland were as divided in ideals and 
aims as those of Northern and Southern 
Ireland, and it was proposed to place them 
under two Governments as opposed in spirit 
and in practice as are the Free State and 
ourselves. What would be thought in circum- 
stances such as these of a proposal to set 
in a commission to take territory compulsorily 
from England or from Scotland and place it 
under the jurisdiction of the other? 

Surely in guch an event England and 
Scotland would stand where Ulster stands 
to-day. It is but natural justice that the 
boundaries of any self-governing portion of the 
King’s Dominions should not be altered with- 
ut its consent. The principle has been clearly 
aid down in the Imperial Statute Book that 
any such action is in itself unconstitutional. 

Northern Ireland stands for all that Great 
lsritain holds dear. That cannot be contra- 
dicted. Great Britain will, I am confident, 
stand by Northern Ireland.

The English building trades dispute was 
settled last evening, the Conference of the 
Executives of the building trade unions de- 
ciding to accept the employers’ terms. Work 
will be resumed throughout the country next 
Monday.

London position—That the position of Lon- 
don in regard to the operatives’ demand be 
made the subject of loca inquiry and negotia- 
tion on its merits, with a view of reaching an 
agreed solution, subject to the approval of 
the National Wages and Conditions Council. 

Liverpool.—The Liverpool operatives to 
agree that they will accept the agreed 
national machinery for fixing wages and 
conditions, if, and when, accepted by both 
national bodies, after it has been submitted 
to a national vote of both sides, subject to 
the following :— 

1. A local agreement, to be binding 
until 1st December, 1925. 

2. Wages and conditions—except Rules 
14 and 15, which are to be eliminated—to 
be the same as prior to the dispute until 
1st December, 1925, but no alteration to 
take place in wages and tool money until 
Ist February, 1926. In the event of 
national machinery not being in existence 
on Ist December, 1925, a local agreement 
to continue until such machinery is set up. 

5. All wages in Liverpool, etc., to be the 
same as other Grade A towns, as and from 
lst February, 1926. 

4. All national rules and conditions— 
other than wages—to be operative in Liver- 
pool, etc., as and from 1st December, 1925. 
Consequential Alterations to National 

Wages and Conditions of Machinery—Pur- 
suant to the terms of Article 6 of this agree- 
ment, and dealing with the consequential 
amendments, it shall be an instruction that 
such alterations or modifications shall aim at 
giving greater power to the Joint-Regional 
Wages Committees to deal with such ~ atters 
as are capable of regional settlement, sibiect 
to the approval of the National Wages and 
Conditions Council. Any amendment to be 
completed at the latest by the statutory 
meeting in July, 1925. 

Resumption of Work—It is agreed that 
work shall be resumed on the 25th of August, 
1924, that so far as practicable the employers 
will reinstate their former employés, and 
workmen will return to their former em- 
ployers, that, there shall be no victimisation 
on the part of either side in consequence of 
mything arising out of or in connection with 
the dispute, and that no influence will be 
exerted by either side which may prevent a 
mutual renewal of former relationships be- 
tween employers and workmen. 

The circular of June 16, referred to in the 
terms, contains the following clause :— '' It 
is necessary that the disagreements with re- 
gard to the summer working hours should 
be settled without further delay. The Joint 
Negotiating Committee, therefore, requests 
that where there ar. differences still out- 
standing the local employers and operatives 
meet within seven days to consider same. 
Failing agreement, Clause 1 of the National 
Working Rule Agreements as to summer 
hours shall become operative." 


HISTORY OF DISPUTE, 


The dispute, which commenced with a re- 
vos of operatives at Liverpool, has been in 
progress since the beginning of July. The 
national body of the employers decided on a 
lock-out for July 5 in support of the Liver- 
pool employers, and broke off the national 
negotiations, but oned the lock-out 
action in consequence of the setting up of a 
Court of Inquiry. The operatives’ Federa- 
tion on July 5th declared a national strike, 
and the employers on July 26th a national 
lock-out. On August 14th a formula was 
devised ‘or the settlement of the Liverpool 
dispute, and, following the acceptance of this 
formula by the Liv operatives—with 
the exception of the plambers—the em- 
ployers’ and operatives’ leaders resumed the 
negotiations on the national issues, and a 
speedy settlement was arrived at. 

Contrary to anticipations, the Executives 
of the Unions did not decide to refer the 
terms to ballot vote of the men.

MARTIAL LAW THREAT.

The Greek Republican Government is 
now having trouble with its Navy at the 
attitude taken by a section headed by 
Captain Colialexis, the commander of the 
warship Averoff. He has protested against 
the decision of the Government to re 
instate certain officers who have resigned 
and has refused to obey a summons to 
attend the office of the Minister of Marine, 
He remains on his ship and is defying the 
Government, although the Cabinet has 
threatened to proclaim him and his 
followers as outlaws. It is stated that the 
fleet has been ordered to the Naval Arsenal 
to be disarmed. 


NAVY TO BE DISARMED. 


CABINET’S ULTIMATUM TO 
CAPTAIN. 


ATHENS, Friday. 

The Greek Naval question has entered on 
a new and acute stage. Captain Colialexis, 
of the warship Av » has addressed to the 

vernment a telegram savouring of in- 
sabordination, in which he protests against 
the decision to reinstate in the service a 
number of cers who resigned, and hints 
that the Government favoured the movement 
ainst Captain Hadjikyriakos, the former 

inister of Marine, to facilitate its advent 
to power. 

In spite of official optimism, the situation 
seems to serious, in view of the danger of 
Captain Colialexis and his partisans disobey- 
ing the Government's orders. Officers on 
— are making declarations in the 


Captain Colialexis and the Second-in-Com- 
mand of the cruiser Averoff have been placed 
on the retired list, and the squadron on 
manceuvre broken up. It is the belief of the 
Government that by energetic action they 
will put a speedy end to any trouble in the 
Greek Navy. 

It is stated in semi-official quarters that 
the Government has the people behind it, 
owing to their desire for the restoration of 
peace and quiet. 

CABINET MEET. 

The situation was discussed at a meeting of 
the Cabinet this morning. The Government 
has assumed a firm attitude and has  an- 
nounced its decision to enforce discipline. The 
Cabinet has decided to sentence to two 
months’ imprisonment those officers who re- 
signed and ó ES os been reinstated.

tain Colislexis or disobeying the Premier's 
order to present himself at the Ministry of 
Marine this morning. The Government has 
further decided once again to warn Captain 
Colislexis and his ‘supporters against a con- 
tinuance of their present conduct, and to 
notify them that if they maintain their atti- 
tude will be considered as outlaws, and 
geilty of high treason, and martial law will 

e proclaimed and the necessary military 
measures taken. 

Captain Colialexis’s following is said to be 
constantly increasing in numbers. Meanwhile 
he is aboard the Averoff, and what the next 
move will be it is impossible to say, as the 
position is hot yet clear. 

CAPTAIN’S STATEMENT. 

Captain Colialexis, speaking to a Press re- 
presentative to-day, said:—‘“‘I have not 
obeyed the Minister of Marine’s summons; 
nor shall I do so. I am not disposed to leave 
the Averoff before the settlement of the Naval 
question. After the settlement I shall ask 
to be placed on the retired list.” 

Later. 


Tt is semi-officially announced that the en- 
tire Fleet has been ordered to the Naval 
Arsenal to-morrow morning, to be disarmed, 
and the crews given indefinite leave. If Cap- 
tain Colialexis does not obey this order, it is 
stated, severe measures will be taken against 
him. —{ Reuter. )

The strike at the Inchicore Reilway 
Works, Dublin, continues, but there have 
been developments which, it is said, may 
lead to an early settlement. Yesterday 
morning the Great Southern and Western 
Company secured police protection for its 
voluntary helpers, and there was no 
further trouble. Several of the men who 
were intimidated by the strikers on Thurs- 
day did not return to their work, but the 
company fhanaged to carry on its business 
without difficulty. 

Yesterday the Railwav Shops’ Joint Com- 
mittee contin its negotiations with the 
company's fitters, who are at variance with 
-the vicemen in a question affecting division 
of work. .. proposal by the Irish Workers’ 
Union (the yicemen’s organisation) that the 
parties should confer on the question, was 
placed before the Railway Engineering Union, 
of which the meet hr mg el 

resentatives as to have the proposa 
pat in writing, and, this being done, decided 
tc communicate with their Management Com- 
mittee. 

It was arranged to hold a meeting of the 
Management Committee at Inchicore yester- 
day afternoon, but several members failed to 
attend at the appointed time, and it was 
decided that the Committee should meet a 
few hours later in Dubl'n. The meeting took 
place, and until a late hour the Committee 
sat discussing the proposal of the Irish 
Workers” Union, and, it is believed, came to 
a decision; but no statement was issued to 
the Press. 

OBJECT OF CONFERENCE. 

The object of a conference between the 
fitters and the vicemen, it is stated, would 
be to consider the submission of the matter 
in dispute to arbitration. Hitherto the fitters 
have declined to take such a wb although 
urged to do so by the Railway Shops’ Joint 
Committee. and it is possible now that the 
men w'll endeavour to find another solution 
of the problem. 

Any agreement which the workmen con- 
cerned may reach must be ratified by the 
company before the dispute can be settled. 
Regarding this point, an /rish Times repre- 
sentative was told last night that a final 
settlement depended entirely on the “ judg- 
ment" of the company’s engineer we the 
Board of Directors. An agreement between 
the parties would have to be a reasonable 
one—one that would be expected to satisfy 
the fitters and vicemen at all other dépéts on 
the company’s system. 

The company would also have to take in- 
to eonsideration the employés of other com- 
panies, in view of the pending amalgamation 
of the railways. Anv agreement ratified by 
the company—whether it were considered 
reasonable or unreasonable—would eventually 
affect the whole of the Free State.

THE FIGHTING RETREAT. 


Ten years ago to-day, a hot August Sun- 
day, battle with the Germans was joined by 
Sir John French's ‘‘ contemptible little 
army,” entrenched to the of Mons. 
Seventy thousand men, with three hundred 
guns, were called upon to check the advance 
of 170,000 Germans with six hundred ; 
while the French armies on the wide-flung 
flanks carried out offensive movements, 

‘The British soldier,” says the official 
record, “. . . . found that he could well 
hold his own" The battle developed during 
the afternoon. Minor tactical withdrawals 
were made, and the outpost line was driven 
in. Von Kluck’s dense masses made an easy 
target for the British soldier, who only four- 
teen days before had landed at Bou and 
had been received by the inhabitants with 
wild enthusiasm. 

Throughout the long hot day the British 
line held firm. At 5 o'clock Sir John French 
received the news of the failure of the French 
offensives. Namur had fallen, and the French 
armies were in full retreat. Liaison was bad, 
and when the British Commander received 
the news the French were a day's march 
behind him. 

The Command realised that, although the 
“* Contemptibles ' might resist for a time— 
days, per nnihilation at the hands of 
thousands of Germans released by failure of 
the French attacks was inevitable. The 
British Army lay, isolated and alone, facing 
an army more than twice its atrength. 

The only course was to hold on until dark 
and then commence a retreat—‘‘a fighting 
retreat "’—southwards. The soldier in the 
line, knowing nothing of Namur and Char- 
leroi, confident of his ability to hold the 
Germans, was astonished at the orders to 
withdraw to a prepared sr for a brief 
rest before beginning the historic retreat—the 
fighting retreat. days were hard and 
critical, the afternoons a blaze of heat, the 
nights chilly and often wet.

On only six days has the thermometer re- 
corded 70 or over, and then a spell of four 
successive warm summer days flattered, only 
to deceive. Already, too, there is a shortage 
of more than fifteen hours of sunshine. The 
average has been little more than five hours 
a day, instead of the normal 6.03 hours. 
Only six days have been entirely free from 
rain. 

It is the cumulative effect of cold, cloud, 
rain, and the absence of sunshine, that has 
made this August so miserable. For county 
ericket clubs it has been a disastrous month. 
A wet August has meant an inordinate num- 
ber of unfinished games and few full days 
of cricket, so that even the most ardent en- 
thusiast has found no pleasure in sitting out 
long intervals of cold wet hours. The 
Middlesex-Kent match at Lords had to be 
abandoned owing to rain waterlogging the 
pitch. Middlesex, who had a prospect 
of winning, thus lose points for being be- 
hind on the first innings. Yorkshire now 
heads the championship table. 

It is the same with tennis. August has 

the perfect “ spoil sport.” ere is, 
moreover, no hope of any immediate im- 
provement. 

The week-end is, according to the official 
prophets, to be cold and unsettled, with 
alternating fair and showery periods. 

London experienced a severe thunderstorm, 
with torrential rain, yesterday evening. At 
the British Empire Exhibition rain burst 
through the glass roof of the Palace of 
Industry and flooded some of the avenues in 
the musical section. 

Miniature floods and exciting scenes, not 
without their humorous side, occurred in 
various parts of the Exhibition. Pageant 
“Zulus "’ were washed white; fifty or sixty 
women had to be carried out of the Palace 

Beauty by barefooted attendants, whose 
trousers were rolled up to the knees. Three 
of Queen Elizabeth's maids of honour were 
caught knee-deep in a torrent in the Royal 
tunnel leading to the Stadium, and were 
rescued, with ruined costumes.

RAINING FOR FOUR DAYS. 


The Shannon has overflowed its banks for 
miles. Rain fell almost incessantly 
throughout Thursday and yesterday, and 
large quantities of have floated away. 
ar Glin, County ‘Limerick, Correspondent 
says that the potatoes are turning black ; 
corn has been beaten down, and peat is almost 
unobtainable. What little is available is dear 
and poor. 

The potato crop in South Donegal has 
suffered severely. The leaves, which were 
quite green until a few days ago, have turned 
yellow, and fully half of the tubers show 
traces of rot. The area under potatoes is 
about half that of other years. A great 
scarcity is anticipated. Hope of saving the 
peat has heen completely abandoned. 

Hundreds of acres in Counties Tyrone and 
Donegal are under water, says our Strabane 
Correspondent. Many small farmess will be 
ruined. The Finn Valley is flooded and the 
roads impassable. Machinery and material 
for building a bridge near Clady has been 
owept away. 

Usually the harvest is in full swing by the 
middle of August, but this year the crops 
have not ripened. In the worst districts there 
is talk of famine. Peat is beyond redemption, 
and the poor will suffer severely in the coming 
winter months. Rain has been falling con- 
tinuously for the last four days, and the crops 
have been beaten down by the frequent 
storms. 

é ri has suffered severely owing 
to the vy and retentive nature of the 
soil. Grain crop has a fair appearance, but 
the yield will be light, owing to the lack of 
sunshine. Oats on low-lying and level ground 
have perished. Hay was a good crop, but 
much of it still lies in the fields, and is in 
a deplorable state. 

Potatoes and turnips are almost a complete 
failure. It was with great difficulty that the 
seed was planted, and it could not be properly 
cultivated. In the soaked state of the soil, 
roots are rotting.

LONDON, Friday. 
The weather was sufficiently bad to wash- 
out certain of the cricket matches, but it 
could not stop Charlie Hart from increasing 
his lead over hie equine rival, Country Lass, 
who is being ridden by Arthur Nightingall, 
the well-known veteran jockey. Heavy rain 
fell during the day at the Crystal Palace, 
where thie novel contest is taking place, but 
Hart defied the elements, and although the 
horse covered ten miles to. his nine during the 
first two hours, the runner thereafter pro- 
duced much better results than his opponent. 

Last night Hart finished up with a lead of 
12, miles, and he resumed his fifth day's 
labours to-day full of confidence in the 
superiority of human endurance and applica- 
tion. The jockey usually gete the best work 
out of his mount in the earlier hours, and 
from 10 o'clock to noon Country Lass moved 
freely round the track. Hart is indifferent, 
however, to the gait employed by the opposi- 
tion, and in his gritty plodding he keeps on 
eating up the laps in a fashion that is in- 
credible for a man of his years. 

It was in the third hour to-day that Hart 
took the bit in his teeth and began to over- 
haul the horse. He covered seven miles to 
five by his opponent, and running splendidly 
in the next hour did another seven miles, 
while Country Lass was content to add but 
three to her record. At 3 o'clock, in five 
hours, Hart had run 230 miles 586 yards to 26 
miles by the horse, the re tive aggregates 
at this stage, representing 47 hours’ running, 
being: Man, 278 miles 882 yards; horse, 262 
miles 1,618 yards. 

At the end of the fifth lap the positions 
were officially stated to be as follows :—Man, 
309 miles 296 yards; horse, 289 miles 1,618 
yards. 

Hart leads by 19 miles 438 yards. The 
owner of Country Lassie, Mr. R. J. Nightin- 
gall, nephew to the regular jockey, took 
Arthur Nightingall’s place on the horse dur- 
ing part of to-day’s contest.

The return to Moscow of M. Rakovsky atfords 
an appropriate occasion for calling attention 
to the treatment of Mr. R. M. Hodgson, our 
Chargé d’ Affaires in that city. M. Rakovsky 
and other agents of the Soviet Government 
have enjoyed the utmost freedom of movement 
and of intercourse during a prolonged resi 
dence among us, first as members of the 
Holshevist Trade Delegation, and then as 
negotiators and representatives of a fully re- 
a State. 

M. Rakovsky, it is understood, in response 
to the Prime Minister's urgent remonstrances, 
undertook that the causes of the annoyances 
inflicted upon the British Chargé ad’ Affaires, 
end the interference with his liberty should 
be removed on the arrival of the Bolshgvist 
negotiator in Moscow. He has been back for 
no more «han two or three days, and, perhaps, 
it would be unfair to complain that nothing 
has yet been heard of any improvement in 
the treatment of Mr. Hodgson. The Govern- 
ment may not unreasonably hope shortly to 
learn that M. Rakovsky has kept his word, 
and has succeasfully impressed upon his co!- 
leagues that the British representative must 
be treated with the consideration due to his 
position. 

In view of the recent grant of de jure 
recognition to the Soviet Government, and the 
extraordinary concessions held out to them in 
the Treaty, it seems hardly conceivable that 
they should refuse, or hesitate over, so mode- 
rate a demand. We may hope a little longer 
that M. Rakovsky will convince his colleague 
that, whatever may happen later, some show 
of common courtesy towards a Government 
who have gone so far to meet their wishes is 
not inexpedient, at all events, for the pre- 
sent.

MESSAGE TO PREMIER. 


It was decided to send the following mes- 
sage to Sir James Craig :— 
‘The members of. the Ulster Liberal-

They 
rejoice that Sir James Craig’s health is so: 
much improved, and they trust he will return 
to Ulster thoroughly recuperated and be 
spared for many years to be their leader. 

The annual report, which was read by the 
Hon. Secretary (Mr. A. Scott), contained the 
following :— 

One subject occupies our minds above all 
others, and that is the boundary crisis. When 
inspired articles appeared in the Press just 
prior to the formal announcement of the deci- 
sion of the Privy Council, we circulated the 
following statement :— 

“The members of the Ulster Liberal. 
Unionist Asaociation protest. most strongly 
against new legislation on boundary ques.

The American Consul in Dublin deals with 
applications from all parts of Leinster and Con- 
naught, except Co. Leitrim, and can visa 
10.000 passports during the year; the Consul 
in Belfast deals with applications from 
Donegal. Monaghan, Cavan, and Leitrim, and 
can visa 5,000 passports; and the Consul at 
Queenstown deals with applications from 
Munster, and can visa 8,000 passports.

in other countries. 
~ At the Dublin Consulate the number of ap- 
jications for visas is approximately 8,000. 
bn one day last month the number was 1,500, 
an another 2,000, and just now are com- 
ing in at the rate of 50 a day. Nearly all 
the intending emigrants are of the farming 
In Dublin only 1,200 passports will be 
endorsed in any one month, and the appli-

Consequently it will be many mofths 
before most of the emigrants get away, and 
i is not impossible that the whole quota will 
he exhausted long before the end of the pre- 
sent vear. 

The would-be emigrant must first signify 
bic or her desire for a visa to the United 
States Consul of the area: In due course the 
emigrant gets a printed form to fill up and 
return. and must then wait for an invitation 
, attend at the Consular Office in person. 
There full particulars are taken, and if the 
emigrant fulfils all the requirements of the 
United States statute a visa is granted, and 
he or she is free to enter the States. The 
Consular fees amount to about £2 6s. 8d., 
according to the rate of exchange, and the 
steerage fare to America is about £22.

PETROL PRICES. 


WHY A CUT IS REGARDED AS 
PROBABLE. a 


Regarding the reports of a fall in petrol 
prices being imminent, recent news from the 
United States supports the probability that, 
as soon as the active summer season is over, 
the oil companies will make some redaction 
in prices, in order to stimulate demand. 

The trade there (says the Daly Telegraph) 
has never ieen able to clear the enormous 
stocks of gasoline. which, in turn, has pre- 
vented any possibility of the large reserves of 
oil being reduced mate ally. Efforts 
artificially to restrict the production of crude 
oil failed both the a; peal to the various large 
producers and the prorating of purchases in 
the Mid-Continent fields. 

This last move, in which the purchasing 
ompanies bought only 50 per cent. of the 
srrent production, has led to a shortage of 
tanks, which points to the rapid growth of 
the crude reserves. . 

Recent ofhcial retu ns oí the United States 
production show that the slight abatement in 
June has been practically wiped out, and the 
output has crept up to the region of 2,000,000 
barrels daily, which compares with about 
2,250,000 barrels averaged about this time 
last year, when the flood production made 
such a sensation.

The weather conditions for the first stage 
of the flight were favourable, with good visi- 
bility and a helping wind, but as they neared 
Cape Farewell the airmen met mist and 
drizzling rain. In the mist they missed the 
United States cruiser. Raleigh, which was 
stationcd at the Cape, and the ship reported 
that it had not sighted them. Ree wow | 
however, the cruisers Richmond, Raleigh, 
Billingsley, and Barry, had sighted them at 
their scheduled time fiving low. 

The airmen had to battle with a dense fo 
for the last miles of their journey, and landed 
under conditions described by the Danish 
gunboat Falk, which is patrolling off Cape 
rarewell, as extremely dangerous. Flight 
Commander Smith added to his reputation as 
a skilful air navigator by his achievement in 
reaching his goal nine hours 55 minutes after 
he left Keyxjavik. The airmen started 
with fuel for thirteen hours under calm con- 
ditions, hoping, if the weather were periect, to 
make lvigtut.

CAST IRON HOUSES. 


FOUR MEN CAN BUILD TWO IN 
A WEEK. 

A suggestion that cast iron plates might be 
used for the construction of houses as an 
alternative to the pian for building steel dwell- 
ings has been e by Mr. James A. Potter, 
of Sheffield. It is claimed that the total cost 
of two semi-detached houses—exclusive of 
land and drainage— would not exceed £550, 
and that this price is based on actual quota- 
tions from firms in a position to undertake the 
work. 

Rotherham Corporation has offered land for 
the experimental erection of two houses of 
this type, and the work will be started at once 
if financial help is obtained. 

The plans which have been prepared are for 
semi-detached dwellings. Each would have 
front and back ground-floor rooms 12it. by 
12ft. by Oft. and 12ft. by 15ft. by Oft. respec- 
tively. There would be two bedrooms, bath- 
room and attic. 

The walls would be built of standard-size 
cast iron plates bolted to stcel frames. “The 
outside could be stuccoed, and inside there 
could be either plaster walls, wood-panelling, 
or asbestos sheets. 

lt is estimated that the actual erection— 
apart from the finishing processes—could be 
done by unskilled labour, under the super- 
vision of one skilled erector, at the rate of 
one pair of houses a week for cach four men 
employed. 

he weight of metal in two houses would 
be 25 tons. Therefore to build 30,000 houses 
under this scheme 1,250,000 tons of iron would 
be required. This would give full employ- 
ment im all foundries of the country, and the 


blast furnaces now idle would have to be re- 
lighted.

STATE’S CASE OPENED. 


In the Court of Criminal Appeal yesterday, 
before the Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Sullivan, 
Mr. Justice it itzUibbon and Mr. Justice Mur- 
naghan, the arguments were continued in the 
appeal brought on behalf of Patrick Kelly, 
‘inomas Ireanor, bernard Treanor, and 
Charles Flood, who were convicted in the 
Central Crimmal Court, before Mr. Justice 
O'Shaughnessy, of having made a raid on the 
Hiberman Band in Monaghan and taken away 
£450. Kelly was sentenced to seven years 
penal servitude, and the other prisoners each 
to five years’ penal servitude. 

Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., and Mr. William 
Black (instructed by Mr. Daniel X. Keenan) 
appeared for the appeHants. 

Mr. W. Carrigan, K.C., Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C., and Mr. J. A., Costello (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor) represented the 
State. 

Mr. Comyn continued his address 
the court. He said that he would conclude 
by endeavouring, as far as he could, to deal 
with questions that weve raised the previous 
day from the bench. ihe first matter was 
that the learned judge might have disbelieved 
the evidence of Kearney and Lee, and might 
have admitted the confession made to 
Inspector McKenna in consequence. He sub- 
mitted that one passage in the charge of Mr.
